A board of historians has been ap: | 
pointed to superintend the work of 
marking and preserving the historic | 
sites in conjunction with the Domin- | 
jon Parks Branch. Many of the sites 
are o! national importance and work 
is soon to begin on their restoration. 
The first decision made by the board 
was {o make a detailed survey of his- 
toric Jandmarks and. to date nearly 
six hundred have been inspected. 
nearly sixty

preservation, and steps are being 
taken by the Dominion Parks Branch 
toward securing titles to the sites and 
having them suitably marked. An 
artistic tablet to be used in this con- 
nection has been designed by 
known Canadian artist, and plaques 
are being cast in bronze. An attrac- 
tive design has also: been made for a 
memorial cairn, built of rough stones, 
which it is intended to erect on those | 
sites where the original remains have! 
been effaced.

“Willful desertion or wilful non-sup- 
port of minor or dependent children,” 
has been added to the list of extradit- 
able offenses as between the United 
States and, Canada. The addition is 
made as the result of a supplemetnary 
convention signed at London on May 
16, 1922, by Hon. George Harvey, Unit- 
ed States Ambassador to London, and 
Lord Curzon, Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs. The convention was ratified 
on July 28 and comes into effect ten 
days after publication.
